Football 

The  1915  football  season  was  one  of  the  most  successfnl  in  the  hl^tory  of 
Bradley.  From  a  few  veterans,  and  a  mass  of  green  material,  Coach  Martin 
developed  a  team  which  was  one  of  the  most  formidable  in  the  conference,  and 
although  BraiUey  (h<l  not  win  the  cliampionship,  she  finished  very  near  the  top. 

Coach  Martin  had  a  herculean  job  last  fall,  and  the  way  he  handled  it  not 
only  increased  his  fame  as  a  coach,  but  won  Inm  the  respect  of  every  student 
in  the  Institute.  Having  lost  every  member  of  the  star  backfield  of  1914,  it 
was  necessarv  for  "MartV"  to  drill  four  new  men  in  the  duties  of  the  back  posi- 
tions, and  tlie  result  of  his  labors,  is  at  once  apparent  in  a  retrospect  of  the 
season.  A  late  start,  due  to  the  cancellation  of  the  first  game  by  Hedding,  and 
a  few  injuries  also,  deterred  the  team  m  the  race  for  the  pot  of  gold.  But 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  greatest  handicaps  was  the  lack  of  sui.port  on  the  part 
of  the  student  body.  But  despite  this  seeming  opposition,  the  1915  was  one  of 
the  best  teams  Bradley  ever  put  on  the  field,  and  the  Institute  is  justly  proud  of 
the  record  made  l)y  it. 

Two  stars  were  prominent  during  the  season— Williams  and  Price.  John 
Williams'  speed  and  ability  to  pull  down  passes,  along  with  his  great  defense 
work,  won  him  a  new  suit  and  a  berth  on  the  all-state  team.  Charles  Price,  or 
••Three-man  Charlie,"  as  he  should  be  called,  on  account  of  his  masterful  offense 
and  defense,  and  his  world  of  '•pep"  and  endurance,  time  and  again  saved  Bradley 
from  wdiat  might  have  resulted  in  defeat. 

Captain  Goodfellow  showed  himself  to  be  a  premier  leader.    Although  he 
could  participate  in  but  few  games,  due  to  his  ankle,  which  was  injured  early 
in  the  season,  nevertheless  his  advice  and  generalship,  and  his  own  ability  when 
he  could  enter  the  field,  were  big  factors  in  winning  a  number  of  games. 
Now  for  a  review  of  the  season : 

Our  first  game  with  Hedding  having  been  cancelled  by  the  Abingdon  aggre- 
gation, our  initial  conflict  took  place  at  Eureka  on  October  16th.  McCaslin  was 
the  star  of  the  game,  when,  on  a  fake  punt,  he  ran  70  yards,  through  the  whole 
Eureka  team  for  a  touchdown.    Score:    Bradley,  20;  Eureka,  0. 

Our  next  contest  was  at  home  on  the  23d  day  of  October,  when  we  took 
Lincoln  into  lamp,  to  the  tune  of  27-7.  Acting  Captain  Williams  was  the  star  of 
the  contest  and  the  way  he  pulled  down  forward  passes  was  nothing  short  of 
remarkable. 

On  the  following  Saturday  at  Bradley  Eield,  the  bluff  team  encountered  some 
stiff  opposition  in  the  shape  of  a  team  from  the  Normal  U.  The  teachers  tried 
with  might  and  main  to  cinch  the  contest,  but  their  efforts  were  futile,  for  wdien 
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Captain  Goodfellow  stepped  off  70  yards  for  a  touchdown,  the  scoring  for  the 
afternoon  was  over. 

However,  the  great  battle  of  the  year  was  fought  on  foreign  soil,  when  the 
hill-toppers  met  Wesleyan  at  Bloomington.  With  the  aid  of  loose  officiating, 
the  peaceful  contest  took  on  a  gory  aspect,  and  a  battle  royal  ensued.  The 
Wesleyanites,  having  more  luck,  but  playing  no  better  if  as  well  as  Bradley,  won 
the  fight.  20-7.   The  work  of  Jacquin,  Lowes  and  Price  featured  the  contest. 

The  onlv  utter  defeat  was  administered  at  the  hands  of  Lombard,  33-0. 

The  famous  stone-wall  defense  was  lacking,  and  the  Universalists  romped 
through  the  l^.radley  line  for  five  touchdowns.  Braverman  features  for  the  red 
and  white.    The  game  was  played  at  Galesburg. 

On  the  28th  of  November,  Bradley  met  Shurtleff  on  the  home  gridiron,  and 
by  effective  use  of  the  forward  pass,  the  Bluff'  lads  swamped  the  opposition  95-0. 
The  old  triumvirate  consisting  of  McCaslin,  Braverman  and  Williams  were  again 
the  stars  of  the  contest. 

Following  the  contest,  which  concluded  the  season  for  Bradley,  the  Annual 
Banquet  was  held.  Under  the  efficient  management  of  Clifford  Strause,  and 
his  committee,  everything  was  splendidly  taken  care  of  from  "eats"  to  decorations.

It  is  with  considerable  straining  of  our 
mental  capacity  that  we  tnrn  baclv  the 
l)ages  of  visionary  history  and  recall  an 
autumnal  day  in  1910  when  a  ruddy- 
faced,  green  farmer  hoy,  robust  to  the 
extent  of  rotundity,  solemnly  entered  the 
portals  of  liradley  Institute  to  pursue 
his  studies.  For  four  sleepy  years  he 
followed  that  and  no  other  course — as 
was  expected  of  such  a  person.  He 
liecame  known  as  a  grind,  an  "A"  man, 
a  man  to  be  respected  even  if  by  none 
other  than  the  faculty. 

Today,  John  William^  is  the  most  re- 
spected student  at  llradley  by  faculty, 
boys  and  girls  alike ;  we  would  say  he  is 
the  most  talked  of  athlete  in  the  Little 
Eighteen  conference.  For  in  a  single 
year,  in  fact  in  his  first  athletic  appear- 
ances at  Bradley  in  his  fifth  year  of 
school  he  competed  for  and  won  a  regu- 
lar place  on  the  football  and  1)asebaU 
teams.  In  basketball  he  competed,  but 
did  not  play  a  nnnute  in  a  game.  I'.ut  this  year  the  awakening  was  astonishing. 
Arising  from  a  steady  and  most  consistent  performer  on  the  football  team,  he 
was  classed  with  Frisbie  of  Illinois  College  as  the  best  end  in  the  conference, 
where  the  teams  are  made  up  of  the  highest  class  material.  The  fact  that  the 
football  team  was  not  a  remarkable  one  tells  even  better  of  his  prowess.  He 
had  no  equal  in  handling  forward  passes. 

It  was  basketball  where  Tohn  showed  his  real  class.  Stepping  out  of  the 
background  in  "Bill"  Allen's  shoes  at  back  guard,  he  played  every  minute  ot 
every  game  in  contrast  with  the  season  before,  and  by  playing  flawless  basketball 
at  the  tournament  made  all-conference,  an  honor  always  wished  for  but  seldom 
o-ained.  In  this  honor  he  won  over  a  man  who  had  been  on  the  team  for  two 
successive  seasons,  while  Williams  was  playing  his  first  year  of  basketball.  In 
baseball  Williams  is  just  as  good,  one  of  the  cleanest  catchers  and  thro\yers  m 
the  conference  and  a  hard  hifter.  He  was  awarded  a  suit  of  clothes  by  O'Brien- 
Jobst  for  being  the  most  valuable  man  to  the  Bradley  football  team  last  fall. 

And  through  it  all  he  keeps  that  characteristic  modest  composure,  drives  his 
Ford  back  and  forth  to  Alta  as  though  it  were  a  Packard.  And  he  is  still  an 
"A"  man  in  his  studies,  one  jolly  good  fellow.  He  is  a  member  of  several  clubs 
and  President  of  the  Sigma  Phi  fraternity.

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Basketball  (1914-1916) 

A  book  might  well  be  written  on  the  past 
Bradley  basketball  season,  and  yet  the  subject 
could    still    be    discussed.    The    team  went 
through  more  trials  and  tribulations,  showed 
more  spirit  under  fire  and  in  the  end  created 
a  greater  sensation  than  with  one  exception 
any  team  that  has  ever  represented  the  bluff 
institution.    A  fit  climax  was  brought  to  the 
season  when  the  Bradley  five  carried  off  the 
third   place   banner   in   the   tournament  and 
placed  two  men  in  the  first  all-conference  team 
and  one  on  the  second.    The  latter  fact  is 
such  a  remarkable  one  that  we  must  stop  and 
take  notice  of  it.    At  previous  tournaments 
the  team  winning  first  place  generally  was 
honored  with  two  men  on  the  all-state  team 
but  Bradley  finishing  in  third  place  was  the 
only  team  to  get  more  than  one  man  on  the 
all-state  team.    Perhaps  the  most  unusual  fact 
concerning  it  is  that  Williams  who  made  the 
team  had  never  played  basketball  until  last 
season,  but  won  back  guard  over  candidates 
who  had  made  the  team  before  and  were  of 
vast  experience.    All  loyal  Bradleyites  might 
well  afford  to  take  their  hats  off  to  Messrs. 
Williams,  Lidle  and  Jacquin.    Unusual  credit 
must  also  be  handed  to  Captain  Nelson,  Gra- 
ham, Nelson,  Wallace  and  Daily.    Nine  games 
were  won  by  the  locals  and  a  like  number  of 
defeats  were  handed  out.    With  one  exception 
every  game  lost  by  the  red  and  white  crew 
was  by   a   small   score,   while  many   of  the 
victories    were    equally    hard    fought.  Two 
teams,  Augustana  and  Wesleyan  "walloped" 
the  bluff  men  twice  during  the  season  but  were 
forced  to  bow  in  defeat  at  the  tournament. 

It  seems  hardly  necessary  to  describe  the 
hard  luck  that  followed  coach  Brown's  men 
all  season,  although  to  give  graphically  the 
season's  play,  it  should  be  done.  Two  of  the 
best  prospects  on  the  squad  were  lost  via  the 
ineligible  route  at  the  start  of  the  playing 
season.  Hardly  a  game  was  played  without 
some  man  being  sick  or  some  other  man  being 
forced  to  work,  in  fact  the  full  strength  of 
the  Bradley  squad  was  in  action  but  once 
preceding  the  tournament,  when  even  then 
only  herculean  efforts  on  the  part  of  Coach 
Brown  kept  his  six  most  dependable  men  in 
the  game.  Seldom  is  it  necessary  for  a  Brad- 
ley team  to  produce  an  alibi  of  hard  luck  but 
if  ever  a  red  and  white  team  failed  to  get  the 
breaks  it  was  the  1915-16  squad.  The  first 
game  of  the  season  the  locals  had  little  trouble 
with  the  then  weak  Hedding  five.  After 
Christmas  the  team  journeyed  to  Rock  Island 
without  two  of  the  prospective  regulars  who 
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were  ineligible  and  received  a  sound  walloping 
mainly  due  as  all  defeats  at  Swedeville  are,  to 
the  diminutive  gymnasium.  Normal  and 
Eureka  were  both  defeated  by  small  scores 
with  three  fourths  regulars  out  of  the  line-up. 
Wesleyan  conquered  the  hilltoppers  by  a  bare 
two  points.  The  strong,  champion  William 
and  Vashti  crew  journeyed  to  town,  bent  on 
winning  by  a  huge  score,  much  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  had  Eureka  the  evening  be- 
fore, but  were  surprised,  although  they  did  win 
by  a  small  four  points.  A  two  day's  trip  re- 
sulted in  a  double  defeat,  Charleston  winning 
by  one  point  in  the  last  five  seconds  of  plaj^, 
while  Millikin  won  in  an  extremely  fast  game. 
The  following  week  Normal  was  defeated  at 
Normal,  while  the  next  evening  the  best  game 
of  the  entire  season  was  played  when  Wes- 
leyan defeated  the  locals  after  three  periods  of 
extra  time  had  been  played.  The  score  was 
tied  at  the  end  of  the  first  half,  at  the  end  of 
the  second  twenty-minute  period,  and  after  five 
minutes  of  extra  time.  Returning  home 
Augustana  defeated  Coach  Brown's  proteges 
by  one  point  just  three  seconds  before  the  gun 
sounded. 

In  the  tournament  McKendree,  the  first  foe 
of  the  hilltop  basketeers,  was  an  easy  problem. 
The  second  game  with  Augustana  was  a  battle 
in  which  the  locals  won  only  after  five  min- 
utes of  extra  time  play.  Wesleyan  for  the 
third  time  walloped  the  local  men  and  they 
were  forced  to  go  to  the  secondary  schedule. 
Normal  was  eliminated  Saturday  morning,  but 
defeat  was  handed  out  by  William  and  Vashti 
Saturday  afternoon  in  the  game  which  decided 
who  should  play  in  the  finals.  In  the  play  for 
third  place,  Bradley  finally  won  from  Wes- 
leyan in  a  game  replete  with  scintillating  per- 
formances. 

The  credit  for  the  excellent  showing  made 
by  the  team  and  certain  men  at  the  tournament 
can  be  laid  at  the  door  of  none  other  than 
coach  Brown.  School  spirit  was  at  times  very 
poor,  while  the  many  breaks  in  hard  luck  and 
condition  of  the  players  as  external  views  were 
sufficient  to  discourage  any  coach.  At  some 
points  of  the  season  Coach  Brown's  mental 
powers  were  taxed  to  the  utmost  capacity  to 
devise  some  scheme  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by 
the  hospital  list  and  other  causes.  The  most 
pleasing  thing  about  Coach  Brown  is  that  he 
does  not  allow  his  duties  to  stop  at  the  basket- 
ball floor  but  he  carefully  tends  to  the  wants 
of  his  men  throughout  the  season.  At  the 
tournament  hardly  a  man  on  the  team  was  out 
of  his  sight  at  any  time  while  he  personally 
attended  to  what  they  ate,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  were  conditioned.

Frederick  C.  Brown,  our  athletic  director, 
was  born  in  the  town  of  Havana,  in  the 
Buckeye  State.  He  attended  Hiram  Col- 
lege, where  he  became  famous  for  his  all- 
around  athletic  ability.  He  was  elected 
captain  of  the  basketball,  baseball  and  ten- 
nis teams  of  the  school,  and  during  his  last 
year  at  that  institution  he  made  a  record  as 
forward  on  the  world's  basketball  team. 
After  graduating  from  Hiram  College  he 
attended  the  Chicago  Training  School  for 
three  years.  From  there  he  returned  to 
Hiram  to  take  charge  of  the  physical  train- 
ing work  in  the  Cleveland  Public  Schools. 
In  1910  Mr.  Brown  came  to  Bradley. 

Being  particularly  well  fitted  for  his  work 
here,  as  one  can  see  by  his  past  record,  he 
has  made  a  reputation  in  his  six  years  at  the 
Institute  which  is  the  envy  of  many  of  his 
profession.  In  1911  Bradley  won  the  base- 
ball, 1912  the  track,  and  in  1913  the  basket- 
ball championship  of  the  Illinois  Intercol- 
legiate Athletic  Association,  and  for  the 
past  two  years  Bradley  has  won  third  place 
in  the  Intercollegiate  FJasketball  Tourna- 
ment.

Baseball 

Probably  baseball  has  done  more  to  pnt  Bradley  on  the  athletic  map  than  any 
other  sport  Nobody  ever  heard  mnch  of  the  l^radley  basketball  team,  or  the 
track  team  'way  back  in  the  days  of  '98  and  '99,  bnt  it  was  not  long  after  the 
openino-  of  the  Institntion  that  Bradley  had  a  reputation  for  baseball  teams 
which  extended  over  the  Middle  West.  Ever  since  the  days  of  Abie  Schaefer 
and  George  MacClvment.  the  hilltop  school  has  boasted  of  a  baseball  team  of 
some  importance,  and  this  year's  team  is  working  hard  to  hang  up  new  laurels 
for  Bradley  in  the  National  game. 

Captain  Williams,  one  of  the  best  if  not  the  greatest  all-around  athlete  Bradley 
ever  had  is  upholding  his  reputation  as  a  backstop  in  a  phenomenal  manner. 
Graham  '  Bencher  and  Hiltabrandt  are  taking  care  of  the  garden  positions, 
while  Lidle  and  Guard  are  doing  the  slat  work.  The  infield  is  Bradley's  weakest 
point  this  year,  since  it  consists  of  all  new  men.  But  Coach  Brown,  by  untiring 
efforts,  expects  to  bring  it  up  to  standard  within  a  few  days. 

On  April  14th,  Bradley  journeyed  to  Lombard  where  they  were  defeated  by 
the  Universalists  5  to  4. 

The  next  day  they  continued  on  to  Rock  Island  where  they  retrieved  their 
defeat  of  the  day  before  by  taking  the  Swedes  into  camp,  4-3. 

The  next  game  took  place  at  home  on  May  4th,  with  Lombard.  It  was  a  list- 
less contest  on  both  sides,  Lombard  winning. 

The  following  Saturday,  the  hilltoppers  staged  another  exhibition,  this  one 
with  more  spirit,  and  Normal  returned  home  defeated  by  12-8  score. 

On  May  13th,  Augustana  returned  our  visit  and  snatched  the  game  away  m 
the  ninth  inning. 

Bradley  has  yet  to  play  her  hardest  games,  meeting  Eureka.  Wesleyan  and 
Millikin,  later  in  the  month. 

Star  Relay  Race 

Although  not  directly  a  school  activity,  since  Bradley  enters  a  team  in  the 
contest  each  year,  something  should  be  said  of  the  Star  Relay  Race. 

The  contest  was  instituted  by  the  Peoria  Star  three  years  ago.  The  price  is 
a  magnificent  silver  cup  valued  by  the  Star  at  $300.00,  which  becomes  the  tem- 
porary property  of  the  winning  team  for  one  year,  that  is,  until  the  next  contest. 
If  a  team  which  has  already  won  the  cup  before  is  again  victorious,  the  cup 
becomes  its  permanent  property. 

Bradley's  team,  consisting  of  W^allace,  Ewalt,  Lowes  and  House,  won  the 
cup  last  year.  Besides  receiving  the  cup  for  a  year,  each  member  of  the  team 
was  given  a  gold  watch  by  the  Star  and  a  five-dollar  gold  medal  by  the  school. 

This  year's  team  will  be  composed  of  nearly  the  same  men  and  if  they  repeat 
their  victory  of  a  year  ago,  the  cup  will  become  the  permanent  possession  ot 
Bradlev.

Soccer  is  a  new  sport  at  Bradley,  but  the  students  have  accepted  it  with  great 
enthusiasm.  Last  fall  nearly  sixty  students  entered  the  game  and  a  four  team 
league  was  formed.  Those  comprising  the  winning  team  were  Graham  (Capt.), 
Lidle,  Hatch,  Miller,  Doubet,  Klepinger,  Myers,  Luke,  Mahle,  ^IcCormick,  E.  A.

Bradley  was  the  first  school  in  the  Intercollegiate  Associate  to  adopt  this  type 
of  activity,  but  the  other  schools  are  now  becoming  interetsed  and  next  fall  there 
will  be  some  inter-School  contests.  Soccer  is  particularly  adapted  for  inter- 
mural  athletics  and  Mr.  Brown  wants  to  have  at  least  a  hundred  students  out 
next  fall. 

Tennis 

Of  the  minor  sports,  there  is  none  so  well  liked  as  tennis.  This  pastime  has 
always  been  a  favorite  at  Bradley,  and  the  school  has  eight  courts  for  the  use 
of  its  students. 

Mr.  Robert  Strehlow,  tennis  manager,  is  at  present  conducting  the  tournament 
which  will  determine  the  champion  of  the  school.  About  fifty  students  have 
entered,  but  most  of  the  interest  is  centered  upon  Walter  Lidle,  title-holder 
1914-15,  and  Morris  Hayward,  the  present  champion. 

Several  dual  meets  have  been  arranged  by  Mr.  Strehlow,  who  is  performing 
his  office  with  great  capability.  Bradley  holds  the  doubles  championship  of  the 
Liter-collegiate  Association,  and  Mr.  Lidle  and  Graham  will  undoubtedly  attempt 
to  cope  this  honor  for  another  year  on  Mav  26th  at  Jacksonville.

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Track 

Although  there  was  no  indoor  track  of  an}-  importance  (hn-ino-  the  winter, 
with  the  coming  of  spring  the  field  athletes  are  beginning  to  show  their  prowess 
in  this  sport.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  they  have  had  very  little  chance 
to  exhibit  their  ability,  they  have  thus  far  made  a  very  creditable  record.  Only 
one  meet  has  taken  place,  the  I'.radley-Wesleyan  dual  meet  at  Bloomington,  in 
which  Bradley  swamped  her  opponents  63-44.  The  real  test  will  come  on  May 
27,  when  the  Inter-collegiate  Track  Meet  takes  place  at  Jacksonville. 

The  greatest  weakness  of  this  year's  track  team  is  lack  of  material.  <  )nly 
eight  men  have  shown  up  so  far,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  many  more  will  come 
out  in  the  next  few  days.  However,  if  the  Wesleyan  meet  is  any  forecast, 
Bradley  will  make  a  very  creditable  showing  in  the  Inter-collegiate. 

Captain  Wallace  is  still  showing  the  same  record-breaking  speed  in  the  distance 
events,  with  Ewalt  a  close  second.  Fetzer  and  Snyder  are  starring  at  high  jump- 
ing, while  the  former  is  also  taking  care  of  the  weight  and  broad  jumping  events. 
Smith,  Snyder,  Philpott,  Putnam  and  Jacquin  are  starring  in  the  dash  and  hurdle 
numbers. 

Academy  Track 

Bradley  has  been  very  fortunate  this  year  in  having  an  excellent  Academy 
track  team.  Captain  Putnam,  one  of  the  best  men,  either  College  or  Academy, 
that  Bradley  ever  had,  Ewalt,  Smith,  Luthy  and  Myers  have  been  the  principal 
point  winners  ;  while  Miller,  Reeves,  Uebberhein  and  Fleming  have  demonstrated 
that  they  are  athletes  of  no  mean  ability. 

Bradley  finished  third  in  the  Annual  Interscholastic  April  22d,  and  will 
undoubtedly  win  the  (ireater  Peoria  meet  June  3.

<  )f  all  the  instructors  at  Bradley,  there  are  few  who  enjoy  such  universal 
admiration  and  friendship  as  does  Mr.  Martin.  Coach  Martin  came  to  us  three 
years  ago  to  take  charge  of  the  football-track  end  of  athletics,  and  he  has  devel- 
oped these  two  sports  at  the  Institute  to  a  very  high  degree.  He  is  especially 
well  fitted  for  his  particular  line,  since  he  played  half  on  the  Kansas  University 
eleven,  and  was  one  of  the  best  track  men  that  institution  ever  had. 

Mv.  Martin  is  a  very  capable,  conscientious  worker,  as  can  be  seen  by  the 
records  made  by  the  teams  which  have  been  under  his  supervision. 

The  greatest  problem  which  the  ].>layers  have  with  Mr.  Martin  is  what  to  give 
him  as  a  token  of  their  esteem.  They  have  about  exhausted  the  jewelry  supply, 
so  the  editor  suggests  that  next  fall  a  chest  of  silver  or  a  kitchen  cabinet  would 
be  practical  solutions  of  this  very  vexing  question.

.  The  growth  of  IJradley  has  been  rapid  since  the  time  when  it  was  first  made 
possible  throngh  the  keen  foresight  and  generosity  of  Mrs.  Lydia  Bradley.  A 
woman  of  large  vision  and  wide  sympathy,  she  was  a  firm  believer  in  the  practical 
in  edncation.  It  was  her  wish  to  found  an  institution  that  would  afl:"ord  a  service- 
aljle  training  for  the  young  people  who  might  desire  it. 

The  first  buildings  upon  the  campus,  a  part  of  the  old  I'.radley  estate,  were 
Bradley  Hall  and  Horology  Hall,  completed  in  the  year  of  1897.  On  October 
8th  of  that  year  the  dedicatory  exercises  were  held  in  the  Bradley  Chapel,  and 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  formally  took  its  place  in  the  ranks  of  educational 
institutions. 

During  the  year  1908-9  a  splendid  gymnasium  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  seventy- 
five  thousand  ($75,000.00)  dollars.  This  is  fully  equipped  with  modern  fixtures 
and  is  a  point  of  pride  to  all  students. 

The  vocational  training  phase  of  the  Institute's  work  has  become  very  prom- 
inent. The  domestic  economy  and  manual  arts,  as  well  as  the  horological  depart- 
ments, have  gained  an  enviable  reputation  throughout  the  country.  In  1911,  the 
scope  of  this  work  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  to  the  campus  of  a  dwelling 
house  for  the  domestic  economy  "practice"  and  two  large  factory  buildings  for 
the  use  of  the  Manual  Arts  students.  A  power  plant  was  erected  soon  after  thi^ 
time. 

During  the  past  year,  rapid  strides  have  been  made  along  all  lines  of  develop- 
ment, in  the  school,  and  those  who  hold  an  interest  in  its  success  are  now  looknig 
to  the  "bigger  Bradley"  which  is  bound  to  result  from  such  progress.  Indeed, 
in  the  Institute  of  today,  do  we  see  the  cuhnhiation  of  its  founder's  ideal. 
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With  sorrow  in  our  hearts,  we  recall  the  passing  of  \ 
]\Irs.  Winchip  in  December,  1915,  a  woman  beloved  by  ■ 
all,  kind,  gentle,  charitable.    She  won  success  through  ]
